Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

3. Claims 38-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Ginter et al., U.S. Patent No. 5,892,900. 

As per claims 38-47, Ginter et al. teach: 

• receiving content from a content provider (figures 77-84; column 313, 
lines 38-56) and encrypting the content with a content key (figures 17- 
20; column 223, lines 5-13; column 312, lines 37-43; column 313, lines 
38-56) 

• generating use conditions including a content ID and a user ID (figures 
19 and 26A, item 940; column 134, lines 29-38; column 155, lines 38- 
51; column 158, lines 58-65; column/line 159/12-160/33; column 215, 
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lines 42-56; column 299, lines 45-49; column 311, lines 12-34; column 
312, lines 37-43) 

• transmitting the encrypted content with content ID to a content server 
(column/line 307/4-308/43; column 309, lines 58-60; column 314, lines 
10-24; column/line 315/26-316/5) 

• transmitting the content key and use condition to a requesting user 
encoded content and an encoded content key to a requesting terminal 
(figures 2, 2A and figures 79-84; column 62, lines 31-50 and 52-64; 
column 137, lines 35-50) 

• generating the content key (column/line 214/3-216/4) 

• compressing the encoded digital content (column 68, lines 43-59) 

• encrypting the content key (figure 19; column 135, lines 51-59; column 
137, lines 35-50 and 57-64) 

• executing a process to share a session key with the user and 
encrypting the use condition with the session key (figure 19; 
column/line 155/37-156/14; column 207, lines 20-33; column 222, lines 
40-50
